Even the present $305 billion le- 


gal ceiling will last only a few 
weeks longer unless Congress ex- 
tends it or raises it. Otherwise the 
limit will revert to a figure well 
below the current debt and the 
Treasury, theoretically at least, 


* would have to stop paying its bills, 


and meeting its payroll—including 
what congressmen get. 


The Treasury will be collecting 


another instalment of income tax- 
es next month, but not enough to 
hold the federal debt within the 
present limits before the year is 
over. 


The theory on which Congress

psychological brake on spending

ing the big appropriation bills for 
the fiscal year starting July 1. 
And to pay out the money these 
will call for, the Treasury must 
borrow still more than its expect 
ed tax collections will net, espe- 
cially if Congress also cuts tho 
tax1 rates.

Syria Split 
Threatens 
Arab Union

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Tht 


unborn Arab union of Syria, Iraq 
and Egypt was reported threat- 
ened today by a split in the revo- 
lutionary government of Syria.' 


Reliable sources in Beirut re- 


ported six pro-Nasser members of 
te Syrian Cabinet and of the rul- 
ing National Revolutionary Coun- 
cil have resigned, leaving tha 
Ba'ath Socialist party in control 
of the country. 


Six civilian members of the 


25-man 
Revolutionary 
Council 


walked out at the same time, tha 
sources reported. 


Tight censorship in Damascus 


prevented direct reports on the 
split between the two factions 
which staged the March 8 coup. 


The walkouts left the Ba'ath 


party running what appeared to 
be a one-party regime. President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser made clear 
during the unity talks in Cairo last 
month that he would not accept 
Ba'ath domination of Syria within 
the new United Arab Republic. 


The split appeared to plunge 


Syria back into the same political 
crisis and power struggle that 
gripped the country just befora 
the unity talks in Cairo. 


The Ba'athists have distrusted 


Nasser since Ihe previous merger 
of Syria and Egypt. After the Sy* 
rians broke away from the U.A.R. 
in 1961, they charged they were 
governed by remote control from 
Cairo. 


If the Ba'athists maintained sole 


control of Syria, it would givs 
them six Syrian and six Iraqt 
members on the 18-man Preside* 
cy Council of the new United, 
Arab Republic. 


The Ba'ath party has been in 


virtually uncontesled conlrol of 
Iraq since the Feb. 8 coup in 
Baghdad. 


The crisis was the first open 


crack in the fabric of the new 
Arab union, which has 25 months 
to go before it beromes fully op- 
erative.

Q. What arc the basic differ- 


ences between the FBI today and 
as it existed in 1924? 


A. Most noticeable, perhaps, is 


the fact that our jurisdiction lias 
increased manifold. For example,, 
during the gangster era of the 
1930s, a series of crime bills—in- 
cluding such important laws as 
the Federal Bank Robbery Act* 
the Lindbergh kidnap statute and 
the Fugitive Felon Act — were 
passed by Congress and placed 
within the bureau's jurisdiction. 
In September 15)39. as war. clouds 
thundered over Europe. President 
Roosevelt issued a directive mak- 
ing the FBI the civilian agency 
primarily responsible for 
safe- 


guarding the nation's internal se- 
curity. Investigations of espiun- 
age, sabotage and subversive ac- 
tivities have been one of the ma- 
jor areas of our responsibility ever 
since. 


More recently, Congress has 


passed a series of laws designed 
to help combat organized crime 
and racketeering. Several of these 
new laws are among the approx- 
imately 170 federal investigative 
matters over which the FBI has 
jurisdiction today. 


Q. The FBI has become the 


symbol in the public eye of a 
highly efficient law enforcement 
agency. What is the main reason 
for this accomplishment? 


A. The combined loyalty and 


sacrifices of thousands of FBI 
employes—past and present—un- 
derlie the bureau's reputation to 
day. 


The FBI is a 
"we" organiza- 


tion. Major crimes are not solved 
through the efforts of any one per- 
son. 


Q. Statistics indicate that crime 


has been increasing in the United 
States. Just how serious is the 
crime problem? 


A. Preliminary; crime statistics 


, for 1962 revealed a 7 per cent 
increase in the number of serious 
crimes over 
1961. From 1950 


through 1962, serious crimes in 
the United States surged upward 
by 114 per cent. 


These cold facts are sufficient 


to show that crime is one of the 
' most serious problems facing the 
nation 
today. 
Over 
2 million 


•, crimes of murder, forcible rape, 


b£ robbery, aggravated assault, bur- 
,]lglary, larceny of $50 and over, 
\and automobile theft were com- 
. nutted in 1962. 


Serious crime has increased five 


times faster than the nation's pop- 
ulation in the five years preceding 
1962. 


The current trend, unless re- 


versed, foretells a tragic break- 
down of law and order which will 
require drastic action to avoid 
chaos. 


Q. What is causing this increase 


in crime? 


A. There are any number of 


factors involved in the 
crime 


problem. The size of a communi- 
ty; density, age, race, sex, eco- 
nomic status, mores and stability 
of its population; climate; effec- 
tiveness and strength of police 
agencies; 
efficiency and policies 


of 
prosecuting 
officials 
and 


courts; and the attitude of the 
public toward law enforcement 
are among the many factors. 


It is my firm belief that the 


public attitude toward law en- 
forcement is a major and basic 
cause of the current crime in- 
crease. Too many people today 
are concerning themselves only 
with rights. They are ignoring re- 
sponsibilities. Too many citizens 
have adopted a "don't get in- 
volved" attitude about matters of 
prime.

leans shouldn't worry about a still 
larger federal debt, say It should 
be judged in relation to the output 
of goods and services in the na- 
tion, known as the Gross National 
Product. This has grown much 
faster in recent years than has the 
federal debt, big as it is. The na- 
tion is a lot wealthier even if it'» 
further in hock. 


Also private debt has been grow- 


ing much faster than has the fed- 
eral debt. At $304 billion the fed 
eral debt compares with a public 
and private debt that has crossed 
the trillion-dollar mark. Private 
debt rose 79 per cent from 1945 tc 
1950, 
another GO per cent from 


1950 to 1955 and 45 per cent from 
1955 to 1960. Compared with that 
the growth of the federal debt 
looks sedate. 


But those who preach economy 


say that the federal debt seems 
set now to take off at • a much 
faster pace than in recent years. 
And they argue that the annual 
debate over raising the legal ceil-'- 
ing, if it does nothing else, calls 
attention to the trend

Churchill and 
Wilson Had 
Confidence

WASHINGTON (AP)-Two men 


alive at the same time, Sir, Win- 
ston Churchill and Woodrow Wil- 
son, believed from their early 
years they were meant, for great- 
ness. Both were right. 


Both were almost obsessed by 


belief 
in their power to sway 


men's minds. So both practiced 
oratory by the hour in their for- 
mative years, in their rooms and 
in the fields. In this both were 
right only part of the time. 


Yet, it was in their use of the 


language 
of 
persuasion 
that 


Churchill and Wilson revealed the 
difference between them—in their 
nature and in their .image in his- 
tory. 


They sought and found 
their 


fulfillment in politics. Wilson did 
it in eight years, Churchill in five, 
Wilson in World War I, Churohill 
in World War II. 


Churchill, 88, feeble, in a wheel- 


chair, announced Wednesday h? 
would not seek re-election to the 
British Parliament where he hail 
held a seat 61 years. He had ac- 
tually been in politics every year 
of this century but for two years 
failed to get elected. 


But because of his mistakes, 


temperament and bad judgment 
he was a political has been until 
in 1940 he was made prime minis 
ter. In the five years of the war 
he became one of the great fig 
ures in history.

He will be remembered as a 


warm, down-to-earth, very human

WASHINGTON (AP) — Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev has sent per- 
sonal good wishes to President 
Kennedy and assurances that the 
Soviet envoy in Laos has been told 
;o work with British and American 
ambassadors to try to settle the 
Laotian crisis. 


This was the oral message.Un- 


dersecretary of State W. Averell 
Harriman said he conveyed Tues- 
day night to the President. It-was 
the reply to a written message 
Kennedy had sent Khrushchev. 


Harriman, who returned from 


Moscow Monday night, briefed the 
President on his 3'/a hour talk with 
Khrushchev. 


After his report, the tart-tongued

Chances for 
Special Meet 
Are Remote 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - t h e 


chances of a special legislative 
session in Arkansas this year to 
create a voter registration system 
to replace the poll tax diminish- 
ed Wednesday. 


The Delaware state Senate re- 


jected a proposed anti-poll tax 
amendment to the U.S. Constitu- 
tion. 


That left six states still in leg- 


islative session—not counting Del- 
aware—that have yet to act on 
the amendment. The action of the 
Delaware Senate could be fatal, 
rnil word at Washington was that 
the vote was subject to reconsid- 
eration and might be reversed. 


The amendment, which needs 


ratification by 38 states before it 
can be adopted, already has been 
ratified by 32 states. Legislatures 
in these states are still in session: 
Texas, North Carolina, Oklahoma, 
Missouri, Maine, New Hampshire 
and Delaware. 


If six of the states ratify: the 


amendment, it becomes,'law this 
year. If any two of them fail to 
act on it, or reject it,, the amend- 
ment cannot become law : before 
1964. 


Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus has said 


he would be inclined to'call a spe 
cial legislative session to work out 
a new voter registration system 
and handle the financial, difficul- 
ties of the State Police Depart- 
ment.

But he said he does not want 


to call a special session to solve 
just one of the problems because 
the session would mean esttra ex- 
pense for the state.

possibility that some other state 
will have a special legislative ses- 
sion and may ratify the amend- 
ment then.
